PLASTICS 


N recent years considerable progress has been made 

in the application of plastics to the building industry 
In the first place there have been imporiant develop- 
ments in sandwich laminates. Generally the laminates 
consist of high strength surface sheets with a core of 
separating ribs, or of honeycombed structure Holo- 
plast panels, which were developed during the war, are 
already well established in the building industry. The 
panels are mainly used for hght pariiiions owing to high 
sirength, rigidity and their good sound and thermal insu 
lation. They are also employed in the manufacture of 
furniture, ¢.g.. cupboards, counters, etc., where their 
structural quality and good appearance are important 
assets Holopiast acoustic panels fitted with Kapok 
and perforated on one face with 's-in. holes for sound 
absorption have been used for ceilings and walls 


Polystyrene blocks have been recently developed 
for light and internal translucent partiiions. Similar to 
vlass blocks, they are designed to carry their own weight 
the polystyrene blocks are five mes lighter than glass 
ind this enables their easy erection, reduces the cost of 
ransport and the danger of breakage. The blocks are 
yonded to each other by means of interlocking ribs, 
usually without cement 

Plastics play an unportant role in the covering of 
walls and horizonial surfaces, and comprise diverse pro 
auets ranging from high pressure laminated sheeting, to 
tiles and * wall paper.” Laminated plastics sheets have 
an unusual degree of utilitarian value owing to their 
hygienic and moisture-resisiant surface They arc 
available in a variety of colours and patterns capable 
of imparting a bright and cheerful character to the sur 
roundings. The Formica and Warerite sheets are too 
well Known to need a detailed description Pleasan 
yppearance, high ratio of strength to weight. and easy 
maintenance qualify them for extensive use 

Wall tiles in plastics offer many advantages in com 
parison with ordinary ceramics. Polystyrene ules arc

SAVE YOUR SIGHT .. . BY BETTER LIGHT 


One of the many applications of the G.V.D. Lighting System 


Efficiency can be lost by impaired eyesight 


Good lighting should be judged, not by the amount of fittings, lamps and electricity used, but by the ease 
and comfort in seeing one’s surroundings. A very little thought will convince you that the ideal form of 
lighting is that which is glareless, shadowless, and evenly distributed. The prevailing tendency is to use 
more and more artificial light and propaganda over recent years has encouraged this tendency 
G.V.D. Indirect Lighting methods, always aiming at using the lowest intensities consistent with efficient 
illumination, are infinitely more economical and at the same time more effective than the methods widely 
use to day.

Editorial Notes 


This sheet deals with the subject of concrete-cased joist grillage for steel columns. It is not intended that this sheet 
should cover the whole field of design of grillage for steel columns, details of steelwork being subject to calculation 


Types of grillages, their constructiin and waterproofing only are shown. 


1. This grillage is the simplest type and consists of a single ‘‘l’’ section beam. The joint should be covered by a 


minimum of three inches of concrete on all sides. A typical bending moment diagram shows the connection between 


the calculated diagram and the constructional detail. 


2. A detail is shown here of a grillage of two parallel joists. As the bearing pressure is usually too high for the detail 
shown in Figure (1), this type of foundation is more common. The grillage can consist of a number of joists, up to 
about four, depending on the bearing pressure. The asphalt waterpoofing is continuous where possible, and against 


the stanchion is taken up to ground level. 


3. This grillage with two tiers of joists is used where loads are heavier. The purpose of the angle on the edge of the 
lower tier is to keep the grillage together while it is lowered into position and during concreting Asphalt | 
thick, laid in three layers, is used for waterproofing and two layers are carried over the bloom plate and ar gles and 


up the side of the stanchion to floor level. 


4. The method of sealing under a stanchion base where water pressure is present is shown in Figure (4). The lead 
seal is carried 9 in. past the edge of the plate it covers in each case. Two layers of asphalt are laid between each 


lead seal. It would not be necessary to carry the asphalt up to the floor level for a detail of this type. A reinforced 


concrete floor would be designed to resist water pressure.

The next stage is to obtain a iis for struct ,

Technically one could simply obtain details trom the 
ocal authority of climatic conditions, ete., and calculate on 
comparative Dasis, ¢.2. Markimum wind recorded com 
pared with maximum velocities in U.K. would provide a 
conversion factor for calculating standards for super 
nposed loadings, etc. But in countries such as India and 
Egypt this must be considered from other aspects. (a) the 
iandard of housing as a whole, (b) traditional practice 

The calculated standard ts often far in excess of that 
provided by traditional building, this is probably due to the 
ise Of a factor of safety relative to U.K. building standards 
which are high. It may be necessary to use a lower factor 
of safety 

I remember in one part of India querying the standard 
of weather resistance provided by a certain type of flat 
roof This was based upon rainfall at monsoon periods 
to provide impermeability for up to four days’ continuous 
rainfall. If, however, conditions were worse than usual and 
there was a certain amount of penetration after four days, 
this was understandable and accepted as the minimum 
standard 

We haven't taken this as our standard, but the point

THE walls of the bungalow illustrated on this page have been constructed in concrete using a type of walling 
form which is now in use in thirty-two countries. The appeal of this walling machine is largely due
